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Major Improvements along Greenways Trail

The Greenways Trails system as we know it today along the Granite Creek downtown corridor, was
initially constructed in 2001 with Phase I. Phase Il followed in 2009. The idea for an improvement
project along the corridor started in 2019 when city leadership and local businesses gathered around
the idea of revitalization, making it safer and more accessible for citizens and visitors In 2021 the City
contracted with the consulting firm PLAN-et on ways to connect the corridor to the community and
nearby businesses. In late 2021 engineering plans were developed for the project which started in
November 2022. Construction began in early 2023 and is now nearing completion.

Funding for the $3 million dollar project consisted of a $1 million grant from Arizona State Parks and
Trails, $200,000 from bed tax, $600,000 from a donor with the balance from the water quality fund and
the general fund.

Many of the improvements made are shown in the photographs. In addition to these, large boulders
were stacked along the west edge of the trail and under the bridges to help with erosion and water
control. The trail was also widened in many areas as well as smoothed out and manicured. All of these
improvements will give many more trail users access as well as
a more enjoyable, peaceful experience on this beautiful trail
along Granite Creek right downtown in Prescott.

But, the plans for improvements along the Greenways continue.
Future enhancements will include new lighting under the
bridges and at various spots along the trail, landscape planting,
two small ramadas, and two privately funded murals.
